. Tanker Tonnage 
In Great Britain and Ireland 362,858 
tons were commenced—a decrease of 
about 69,000 tons over the similar 
figures for the December quarter—and 
289,834 tons were launched. Similar 
figures for abroad are 298,281 tons com- 
menced,’ and 214,600 tons launched. 
A reduction is again shown in the 
tanker tonnage under construction, the 
present figures being 47 vessels of 
331,411 tons, of which 148,480 tons are 
being built in Great Britain © and 
Ireland, and 53,961 tons in France. 
‘While in Great Britain and Ireland 
the tonnage of motorships under con- 
struction (587,289 tons) is much less 
than the tonnage of steamers building, 
the motorship tonnage being construct- 
ed abroad reaches 862,292 tons, 88 com- 
pared with 610,346 tons of steamers.

The notion 
that civilised man is very new ex- 
periment of nature has hardly yet 
sunk in our minds. Throw back 
the beginnings of civilization as far 
a3 you will; date the wall-paintings 
of the old Stone Age forty or even 
fifty thousand years ago, and 
civilised tan is still oaly an- infant.

Testament. and the best Christian 
men and women. The question for 
us. here is’ whether we are justified 


in taking a meliorist view of history ,

volution ? - We are not bound to 
discuss whether it is better. to be 
a man’ than an ape, or a civilized 
man rabher than. a savage. Let 
these be granted; but it still re- 


mains ‘questionable whether the con- 


ditions for leading the +highest life 
are more favourable under a highly 
developed industrial civilization than 
in societies ‘where ‘life is simpler 
and Jess hurried. 

’ God’s ‘Plan: For Humanity 

Now I am quite unab!e to answer 
this question, I do not know whe- 
ther it is. better to be a shepherd 
miner or a tradesman! 
or a lawyer, nor whether it was’ 
easier ‘or harder to be a Christian! 
under Justinian, Charlemagne, or, 
Queen Anne than it is under King 
George ¥. lam not prepared to 
justify or condemn a theory of 
historical meliorism. It may be: 
that God has a plan for the pro-| 
gressive development of humanity; 
in goodness, wisdom and love of the 
beautiful, or it may be that He has 
no sich plan. From the Christian 
point of view it makes no essential 
difference to God’ whether His! 
creatures advance towards per- 
fection or not. His own life is 
not involved in our fortunes. 

I therefore think it is a matter 
of taste whether we adopt the 
meliorist view of history or not. 
Tt is no part of Ghristian theology, 
though people often suppose that it 
is. The advance of civilization 
is a worthy object to strive for, and 
We may believe that in doing: our 
little best to further it we ‘are 
pleasing-God by doing: bur duty -in 
our generation. More than this I 
am not prepared ‘bo say. Our pre- 
sent civilization is not in all re- 
spects an admirable thing, though 
I have no sympathy with those who 
abuse it. We are perhaps careful 
and troubled about too many things. 
We have perhaps _ complicated life 
too much. Perhaps it would not 
be a good thing.to ‘he able to gratify 
all our standardized wants by 
pressing  buttons.- These are 
legitimate subjects for discussion; 
but they do not touch the question 
whether the course of time ‘has 
brought to light any new absolute 
valies, Gr made those which have 
long been recognized as such more 

ssible. The notion that the 
race-spirit has a life of its own, 
and i3 being slowly educated by God, 
is a'tenable notion, but it is not 
part of the Christian revelation. 

*s  Critism of Lotze 

Before leaving this section of 
my subject, I should like to con- 
sider the chapter of ‘Microcosmus’ 
in which Lotze criticizes the me- 
Horistic view of ‘history. In this 
great book few subjects are handled

MISSION WORK 


: CIL'S ANNUAL MEETING 


EVANGELISM DISCUSSED "| 


Shanghai, May $1. 

Last evening the various Commis- 
sion charged-with the consideration 
of spécial subjects yesumed their. 
discussions. One -of these, that 
dealing with Evangelism, struck 
what is likely 10.be the dominant 
note of this annua! meeting of the 
National Christian Council. There 
was a general sense of the need of 
a spiritual. awakening- in: the 
churches, and of the necessity. for 
meeting the challenge of the times 
by well planhed and eager aggres- 
sion with a view to doubling the 
Christian Church membership in 
the next five years. ‘he Commission 
in its deliberations had the valued 
help and counsel of Dr. John R. 
Mott, who heartily endorsed the 
committee’s recommendations to 
the general Council for the in- 
auguration of this Forward Evan- 
gelistic Movement. 

To-day, at 8.30 a.m., a brief devo- 
tional meeting was held in the Col- 
lege Chapel, conducted by the Rev. 
| Andrew Weir, of Manchuria. This 
was immediately followed by a gen- 
eral mecting’ of the Council at 9 
o'clock. _ 

A Japanese Minister : 

The special feature of this 
was the ‘reception of the Rev. H. 
Kozaki, D.D.,. and the Rev. W. 
Axling, who come as friendly dele- 
gates from the National Christian 
Council of Japan: Dr.-Kozaki has 
been a Christian minister for fifty 
years, For seventeen years he 
waa the head of Doshisha Univer- 
sity, and has been for long years at 
the front in Christian activities in 
Japan. He is also a great author, 
whose works are very widely read. 
His address was especially interest- 
ing for the method of interpreta- 
tion, and was heard in three langu- 
ages: He, himself, spoke in Japan- 
ese, Mr, Axting translated into 
English; and Bishop Lindel Tsen 
into, Chinese. 

; 1871 to 1929 ‘ 

Dr. Kozali said that in 1907, 
when China was celebrating its 
hundredth anniversary since the 
beginning of mission work, they in 


Japan were keeping their fiftieth’ 


since, the entrance of Christianity. 


Japanese missions began in 1859. 


The first Christian ' Protestant 
church was opened in 1871, so that 
in his country Christianity was 
still in its opening stage. Japan 
had made great progress in modern 
and. material civilization, as far as 
it concerned commerce, industry 
and politics, but it was not so in 
regard to its religious life. Japan 
felt that in her new life, confronted 
with nations strong in every way, 
she must necds develop in a 
material and military way, and 
these things had therefore been em- 
phasized, and matters religious had 
been neglected’ or ignored. Also 
the prejudice against Christianity 
ereated three hundred years. ago, 
and persisting through the long 
persecution of the Roman church, 
had become ingrained: in the 
nation's thought... When he first 
studied Christianity, sixty - years 
ago, he was faced by serious pro- 
blems of interpretation; and for a 
long time, between the two camps 
of conservative and liberal thought, 
he was regarded as a heretic by 
both. But that era passed, and to- 
day he was glad to have the con- 
fidence of both camps. 


German Rationalism 

At one time the inrush of Ger- 
man rationalism had seemed as if 
it would swamp the Christian 
church. Some great Christian 
leaders became propagandists of 
rationalism and for a long time 
their teaching seemed to dominate 
This con- 
tinued unti] 1910, when there wa 
a marked return to the saner in- 
terpretation” of Christian truth. 
Even to-day, Ghristianity in Japan 
leans rather. to the historical in- 
terpretation of the Bible than to 
the fundamental. These theolo- 
‘gical controversies had the dist:s- 
trous effects of unsettling belief 
and of blocking evangelism, and 
this accounts for the belated pro-| 
gress of the Christian church in 
Japan. In the. earlier days. there 
were no denominational: differences. 
Subsequently these appeared, and 
still Jater a determined effort. was 
made to secure unicn. When “an 
important, consummation. of union 
between: two great bodies ‘was on 
the verge of consummation, nego-

BUS TICKETS 


HOW 4 CONDUCTOR WANTED 
” MONEY 


Before Major C. Willson, OB.E., 
at the Central Magistracy, yester- 
day afternoon, thege was @ sequel 
‘to the recent theft of several pac- 
kets of tram, “bus and ferry tickets 
from the office of Mr. D. W.

It was pointed out that 
the full value of the bundles was $1 
each, so that the recused had hoped:

Big Cash. Reserve.

The Commissioner of Finance in 
Canton, Mr. Fan ‘Ki-mo, says that 
the Central Bank of China in Can- 
ton has a reserve of more than 
$10,000,000 and ‘that this 
more than sufficient to redeem all 
outstanding: notes issued by the 
Bank. Many in Canton regret that 
the authorities have made no state- 
ment of this sort until the present 
stage. Fora time; paper money in 
Canton waa not worth more than 
30 per cent. of face value. 

A Canton report has placed the 
annual’ income of the province at 
only just over $60,000,000, while 
the expenses, at $95,200,000, or a 
deficit of more than $30,000,000,.—
